tion to Exodus 19:5: “Now 
therefore, if ye will obey my 
voice indeed and keep my 
covenant, then ye shall be a 
peeuliar treasure unto me 
above all people, for all the 
earth is mife.” We notice 
first the word “therefore,” re- 
ferring to the preceding verse, 
how they were in bondage 
once in Egypt, but now He 
had taken them out of bond- 
age and destroyed the Egyp- 
tians, and borne Israel on 


-eagle’s wings to Himself. 


We, too, were in Egyptian 
darkneess at one time, but 
He came and in answer to 
some ‘Moses’ soul travail,” 
upon the side of the moun- 
tain, delivered us to the other 
side of the first great waters 
we had to encounter; there is 
where we rejoiced and 
praised God for that great 
deliverance, but notice the 
text, “I brought you unto my- 
self.” We, like Israel, lin- 
gered in the wilderness, but 
finally He brought us up to 
Kadesh - Barnea, (holiness). 
While many thousands are 
falling in a wilderness experi- 
ence and fail to get through, 
yet God is selecting a special 
“generation” that is going 
through, and He is bringing 
them to Himself as on eayles’ 
wings. Hevhas fitly taken an 
eagle to represent the great 
Church of God. I have 
one drawn here that we 
might better illustrate what 
we are trying to teach. He 
said at Deut. 28:49. “The 
Lord shall bring a nation 
against you from far, * * as

whose tongue thou shalt not 
understand.” Also at Isa. 
28:1i.. He said, “He would 
speak unto this people with 
stammering lips and other 
tongues for the awakening of 
backslidden Israel Paul re- 
fered to the same instance 
wnen he said, “Yet for all 
that they will not hear me 
saith the Lord.”” While this 
nation of other tongues is 
coming down upon backslid- 
den Christianity, there never 
has anything moved so rapid- 
ly, east, west, north and 
south; no wonder the Lord 
said, “as swift as an eagle 
flieth.” I notice again at Psa. 
103:5, “Who satisfieth thy 
mouth with good things: so 
that thy youthis renewed 
like the eagles,” and at Isa. 
40:31. “They that wait upon 
the Lord shall renew their 
strength; they sball mount up 
with wings as eagles.” Many 
have testified that their 
strength had been renewed, 
they telt young again, after 
having teceived the Holy 
Ghost. One of the emblems 
on the banners of Israel that 
stood for order, was an eagle. 
Ore of the living creatures 
that John saw around the 
throne was an eagle. Rev. 
5:9 tells us those living crea- 
tures were people redeemed 
from every nation. Again at 
Rev. 12. The woman perse- 
cuted by the dragon received 
the wings of a great eagle 
that she might fly to the wil- 
derness and there receive 
nourishment. Again Jesus said, 
“W heresoever the carcase is, 
there will the eagles be gath- 
ered together.” Let us look up 
with encouragement and 
sweet anticipations; while 
Jesus said this gospel must be 
preached to all the world 
for a witness, let us thank 
God it is going with the rap- 
idity of an eagle flying, and 
it can’t be long until the car- 
cas, (Jesus, as a lamb slain 
from before the foundation of 
the world?) will come in mid 
air, there the eagles from 
every quarter of the globe 
will meet and feast upon His 
loye. Paul asked the ques- 
tion, “‘Do you not know that 
the saints shall judge the 
world?” So we find at Rev. 






air, an angel sounded 
an eagle went flying 
through the air crying, woe, 
woe, woe, to the inhabitants 
of the earth because of the 
voice of the other angels that 
were to sound. (original 
eagle’) Thus, we have shown 
that this great Church of 
God, is represented by an 
eagle, taken from Egypt and 
landed around the throne in 
heaven. Now view the 
chart again, see the eagle 
looks as though 1n the act of 
alighting. While Israel was 
going rapidly to Canaan’s 
land where she could feast on 
“milk and honey,’ God’s 
plan was for her to alight at 
Mt. Sinai, that she might re- 
ceive the tabernacle and the 
law, and full instructions for 
travel and battle against the 
enemy. View the chart again 
and see what order, what 
system, they were under. 
Judah the royal tribe on the 
east, Dan on the north, Ru- 
ben on the south, Ephram on 
the west, then two tribes set 
down by each of these lead- 
ing tribes, thus surrounding 
the tabernacle, but yet there 
was an inner circle as you 
will notice by the chart. At 
first the priests were taken 
from the first born, but from 
the institution of the taber- 
nacle God said; “He would 
take ot the sons of Levi, and 
2ount them for the first born.” 
Levihad three sons, Ger- 
shon, which with his families 
were placed on the west of 
she tabernacle. Merari, and 
his families on the north, 
Kohath with his families 
placed on the south, with the 
priests placed on the east, 
thus were the location of the 
tribes of Israel, the Levites 


culiar people, zealous of good 
works.” 


While He has shed His 
blood that we might be the 
peculiar people yet it is on 
condition that we obey Hin 
and keep His _ covenant. 
Peter says. But ye area 
chosen generation, a royal 
priesthood, a holy. nation, a 
peculiar people, * * to show 
forth His praises. (Great ex- 
celencies.) 


One might say this has ref- 
erence to Israel alone, but 
notice Peter addresses the, 
“Elect * * through sanctifi- 
cation of the Spirit, unto 
obedience and sprinkling of 
the blood of Jesus Christ.” 
Now many are showing forth 
His excelencies today in 
many ways, but let us not 
failin anything. See 2 Cor. 
8:7. Hear Paul saying, 
“Therefore as ye abound in 
everything, in faith and utter- 
ance, and knowledge, and in 
all diligence, and in your love 
to us, see that ye abound in 
this grace also.” Paul had 
made mention in his first let- 
ter that they «were not_ be- 
hind in any gift. We see 
them talking in tongues, in- 
ierpreting, healing the sick; 
well every gift,carried on in 
its place, with much joy, 
while that was all true, he 
said, “see that ye abound in 
this grace also. What grace 
was he having reference to? 
See verse |. Moreover breth- 
ren, we do you to wit of the 
grace of God bestowed on 
the churches of Mececcnia 
How that ina great trial of 
affliction the abundance of 
their joy and their deep pov- 
erty abounded unto the rich- 
es of their liberality. We 
might better grasp this by 
reading the Syric translation, 
here it is, “In the great trial 
of their affliction, there was 
an abounding to their joy,

And 
they shall be mine saith the 
Lord of hosts, in that day 
when I make up my Jewels, 
the margin says, “Special 
treasure.” “In that day,” 
has reference to the time that 
they should return, and

Casting Lots. 


A correspondent, has re- 
quested a full explanation of 
casting lots. No doubt oth- 
ers will be interested to know 
more about this so we give 
space below. 

The following appeared in 
the Evangel several months 
ago, but we give it space 
again forthe benefit of the 
readers. 

“Lots were often cast by 
the Jews as well as by other 
ancient nations, with the ex- 
pectation, when God was 
appealed to, that he would so 
control them as to givea 
right direction in doubtful 
cases, Judg. 20:9; 1 Sam. 10: 
20, 21; 1 Chr. 26:14; Psa. 22: 
18; Prov. 16:33; 19:10. They 
were often used by divine 
appointment.
